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THE MAXWELL PLAN 
Years ago when-it was beginning 
to be apparent that the land area un- 
der the canals in the Salt River val- 
ley of Arizona was too great for the 
available water supply in the dry 
years, there was one man who per- 
sistently advocated a storage reser- 
voir. He was.one of those with a 
vision, a dreamer, if you please, who 
sould look forward into the future 
wnd see the possibiilties of an am- 
yle water supply for the Salt River 
valley, writes M. E. Bemis, in the 
California Cultivator. : 

Years later when the Roosevelt 
dam was built and people could see 
the realization of his dream, one of 
the editors of a daily paper said of 
him that he was the only man he 
ever knew who sought to find the 
pot of gold at the foot of the rain- 
bow and found it. This man is George 
H. Maxwell. This is the man of 
whom it is sometimes said that no 
matter upon what subject he speaks 
you need to carry an umbrella and 
wear gum boots, because sooner or 
later in his talk he gets around -to 
the subject of irrigation. 

The Roosevelt Dam is no longer 
a dream; it is a Yeality. Two hun- 
dred thousand acres of land are irri- 
gated from the reservoir which this 
dam has made. Seventy thousand 
people have found homes in the val- 
ley, which was once a desert, but 
which now is as productive as any 
spot in the world. 

. The total value of crops produced 
is more than $20,000,000 agyear. To 
this can be added $5,000,000 for the 
live stock and live stock products 
raised on this area. 

Maxwell did indeed find the pot of 
gold at the foot of the rainbow, but 
now there is still another rainbow, 
and he has succeeded in convincing 
many level-headed men that there is 
a pot of gold at the foot of this rain- 
bow as well. 

The plan, which a broad one and 
not fully worked out in detail, is to 
bring under irrigation every foot o 


land possible within the state of Ari-|. 


zona. Of course it is not altogether 
new, but any previous plans for irri- 
gation projects have been local and 
have not taken into consideration the 
relation of these projects to any oth- 
er project which might possibly be} 
contemplated in the future, and only | 
so far as was necessary according to 
law and established rulings have they 
taken into consideration projects al- 
ready established. 

The new Maxwell plan contem- | 
plates the development of land begin- 
ning on the Upper- Gila, and with 
thorough investigation of each and 
every project on this river, together 
with surveys which will settle with- 
out question the practiability of each 
proposed project. They would grad- 
ually work out teh best location for 
storage reservoirs and the land to 
which the waters from these reser- 
voirs could be supplied in such a 
way as to irrigate most land at the 
least cost. Beginning again on the 
Colorado river, the plan calls for a 
gigantic dam at the 1000 foot con- 
tour which would permit the building 
of a canal high enough to water 
1,000,000 acres and to provide stor- 
age capacity for not only this but) 
all that would be required in the | 
Imperial valley and other projects | 
now receiving water from the Colo- 
rado.

on these as a protection to the main 
branch and to encourage fruit spurs 
distributed along the branch. The 
growth of these fruit spurs is also 
encouraged by the open head which 
admits sunlight to all parts of the 
treé. This open head is maintained 
by continuous summer control rather 
than by heavy winter cutting. 

At first look it appears that this 
system of pruning would result in 
pulling the trees to pieces by the 
first heavy crop, but the general dis- 
tribution of the fruit spurs close to 
the leaders, or principal branches of 
the tree, saves the tree from break- 
ing or being pulled down by the large 
crop which sometimes sets near the 
tips of the branches under the old 
system.

jury to some trees because of this 
extreme variation, A whitewashed 
tree, on the other hand, instead of 
absorbing the heat from the sun, re- 
flects and refuses ta take it up) 
This hint may not be exactly 
timely, but the fruit grower who is 
today observing some of the re- 
sults of sunburn on the southwest 
side of his trees may the more eas- 
ily absorb the lesson and be pre- 
pared with the coming of the next 
winter season with whitewash. 
Strange as it may seem most of our 
sunburn comes from the winter's 
sun. The variation in sap tempera- 
ture is far greater in the winter 
because of the correcting power of 
the sap continually being pumped 
through the tissues of the tree when 
the processes of growth are under 
way.

VERY FEW ASK “REDUC- 
- TION OF ASSEESSMENT 





The last of the petitions for re- 
duced tax assessments were present- 
ed to-the board of supervisors, sit- 
ting as the board of equalization on 
Monday. 

The two weeks during which the 
board sat in continuous session to 
take up assessment matters saw the 
smallest number of petitions for de- 
ductions in a number of years. 

Petition of the Atolia Mining «& 
Milling company, the great tungsten 
mine and mill which is now shut 
down, resulted in a decrease of $67,- 
000. B. C. Clark of the company pre- 
sented the situation to the board, 
and both “Assessor E. J. iGlbert and 
Deputy Assessor 8. F. Kelley con- 
sented to the reduction. 

‘Mr. Clark outlined that the com- 
pany had been unable to sell a large 
quantity of tuhgsten which it had 
on hand when the bottom suddenly 
dropped out of'the market with the 
end of the war. The county had 
been assessing the tungsten produc- 
tion on a basis of $20 a unit. It 
cost the company $10.50 a unit to 
produce it and price is now $6. The 
reduction was granted on this show- 
ing. 

The total assessment, however, is 
still $641,000. ‘The assessor had 
granted a reduction of $400,000 un- 
der the previous year, when the as- 
sessment was placed at approximate- 
ly $1,100,000, because of the big de- 
crease in the amount of the produc- 
tion caused bythe shutting down in 
the fall. 

No relief is yet in sight for the 
tungsten industry, said Mr. Clark. A 
bill, however, to provide a tariff of 
$10 a unit on foreign tungsten is 
now before congress. The sudden 
dumping of Oriental tungsten on the 
American market closed every tung- 
sten mine in this country, and threw 
thousands of men out of work. 

The Italian Vineyard company was 
granted a reduction of $12,000 on its 
big vineyards in the Cucamonga 
country. The assessment had been 
raised from »35 to $50 an acre, and 
the company requested a reduction 
on those lands which are wind swept. 
The assessment was reduced by the 
board to $40 an acre of these lands, 
‘an increase of $5 an acre over last 
year. 

‘1. H. Rose lost his contention that 
he was entitled to a decrease in as- 
sessment on properties at Needles. 
Attorney Hugh L. Dickson represent- 
ed Rose.

Important changes 
have been made as to. deer, quail and 
doves which should be taken note 
of by the sportsmen to avoid con- 
fusion and violation of the rogula- 
tions as now fixed. Many minor 


changes in the laws have been made, RO

as follows: 
Deer season in district four, which Office, 314-W—-BHONES—Res., 224 
includes this county, opens two weeks 


earlier, August 15, and closes Sep- 
tember: 15 instead of 30. In. other 
words the deer season here is set 
ahead just two weeks In the coast 
district it will be permissible to kill 
deer August 1, and season closes on 
September 15, same as here. 

Rabbit season opens November 15 
and closes January 31, as before, ex- 
cept there is no limit on the number 
of rabbits killed in a day. 

On valley and desert quail the sea- 

son opens one month ealier, the new 
date being October 15, and closes 
December 31, slso a month earlier, 
the esason being set ahead just one 
month. 
_ Season on mountain quail is the 
Same as above, opening October 15, 
and closing December 31, this also 
being ‘set ahead one month from tie 
old dates.
